SUBJECT: Appearance el the Director before the CIA Subcommittee

2. The Director first took up the matter of the General Accounting 
Office audit of CIA activities. The Director indicated he had reviewed 
carefully the Comptroller General 1 * letter and Mr. Kilday* • letter and 
in view of the importance of the subject the Director stated he was going 
to take up this matter with the President. Subsequently, if the President 
approved, the Director would meet with Mr. Campbell. A few specific 
questions wers asked by the members concerning vouch* red funds and 
current GAO audit. 
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4. The Director then briefed the Subcommittee on recent develop 
meats in the intelligence field covering Soviet missiles nnd submarines 
and aircraft. Tbls part of the briefing occupied approximately half an 
hoar. 
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4. Prior to the meeting, the Director spoke privately with 
Representative KClday, thanking him for his efforts in the Air America 
contract situation with the Air Force. Mr. Kilday said he was glad to be 
of assistance and indicated he had watched for any developments on the 

floor me previous Frida y but there had not been any statements by 

Representative Carter. \ 


While Mr. Kilday indicated that the members were very busy they woaic 
be Interested. Individual members stated they were very much interested 
in doing this, bt the corridor, Mr. Arende mentioned to me that he would 
like to do this and possibly In the next few days there would be a slippage 
of time on the schedule which would permit this* It was left that the 
members should advise us and we could make arrangements on very short 
notice.
